to recent advances in speedy 
Overseas transport they say that 
there are almost unlimited oppor- 
tunities. of a steady export trade 
in fresh and preserved fish. At 
first sight such claims may seem 
to be altogether extravagant. 
Nevertheless, the various repre- 
sentations that. have been made 
appear to be sufficiently well- 
founded (to call for serious 
examination. If stich potentiali- 
ties exist, how is it that no really 
serious effort yet has been made 
to turn them to useful account? 
Why is it that trawling fleets 
from “several continental -coun- 
tries have continued to mono- 
polise the. harvests from the 
Atlantic and from fishing-grounds 
that lie immediately adjacent to 
harbours on our western and 
southern seaboards? Why has 
so little been done to develop. 
the known resources of our 
coastal fishing industries? How 
has it come about that no 
organised effort of any conse- 
quence yet has been made to 
exploit the unrivalled attractions 
and commiercial possibilities of 
our inland lake and _ river 
fisheries? Broadly, as we believe, 
there is one answer to all these 
questions. The explanation is 
that—as in other matters—every- 
body's. business is nobody's 
business. Practical possibilities 
of immeasurable importdnce to 
the country’s economic life have 
been allowed to go unexplored 
because a multiplicity of Govern- 
ment departments, engaged in 
other complicated activities, has 
persisted in spasmodic efforts to 
deal severally with various 
aspects of.a problem that clearly 
calls for unified study and treat- 
ment. | 

As illustrations of the way in 
which. fishery organisation has 
been  parcelled out to various 
State and voluntary agencies, it 
is néeessary to méntion only the 


| facts that the Minister for Agri- 


culture—through a special sub- 
department—is responsible for 
sea and certain inland fisheries; 
that the Department of Industry 
and Commerce deals with har- 
bour and factory organisation; 
that the E.S.B. shares with scores 
of hoatds of conservators and the 
Civic Guards responsibility for 
the ‘stocking, maintenance and 
protection ‘of: inland fisheries, 
and that the Tourist Board now 
takes some active—but undefined 


r——part in the promotion of 


angling. as a sport to attract 
visitofs from abroad. Further 
dissipations of energy and 
authority arise from conflicts of 
view ‘between boards of con- 
servators, and the inability of 
the .averworked Guards to limit 
poaching activities. In all direc- 
tions there are clashes between 
commercial and sporting interests, 
and between groups who stress 
the rival ‘values of salmon, trout 
and other fishing activities. 
Meanwhile, there is a complete 
absence of co-ordinated study of 
the. scientific problems on which 
the preservation and development 
of inland fisheries ultimately must 
depend. Thus the potenfial 
revenues from commercial ex- 
ports. and tourist expenditure 
— authoritatively estimated at 
many millions yearly—are in 
jeopardy. | 

What signs are there, if any, 
that Ministers are becoming 
aware of these dangers and possi- 
bilities? Obviously there can be 


(no .single or simple way out of 


such a veritable tangle of diffi- 
culties. Very different methods 
may have to be applied to deep- 
sea problems, that seem to call 
for the organisation of costly 
trawler fleets and preservation 
factories, and to the treatment of 
fishery problems as they are 
related to sport and _ tourist 
development. Yet the widely 
different issues have one thing in 
common. Speedy  transport— 
especially by air—opens up new 
possibilities“ both for the com- 
mercial exporter and for the 
tourist .industry.. Linked together 
with a chain oí small factories 
for the preservation of: surplus 
“catches” that now are wasted, 
commercial aircraft can be 
relied on to bring “fresh” 
supplies to markets that now are 
beyond the economic reach of 
rail’ and sea transport organisa- 
tion. Salmon caught to-day in 
Galway? and herrings landed in 
Donegal, thus might appear on

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puny enough breakfaster com- 
pared with his forebears. Arch- 
deacon Grantly’s table bore. tea 
and coffee, toast and a dozen 
varieties of bread, eggs, bacon, 
fish and devilled kidneys, with a 
supplementary ham and sirloin 
on the sideboard. Another 
eminent divine, the Rev. Dr. 
Folliott, went so far as to declare 
that “a man of taste is seen at 
once in the array of his breakfast 
table.” . “ Chocolate, coffee, tea, 
cream, eggs, ham, tongue, cold 
fowl—all these are good, and 
bespeak good knowledge in him 
who sets them forth; but the 
touchstone is fish: anchovy is the 
first step, prawns and shrimps the 
second, and I laud him who 
reaches even to these; potted char 
and lampreys are the third, and a 
fine “stretch. of progression; but 
lobster is, indeed, matter for a 
May morning . .” Even if the 
exigencies of war had not reduced 
the selection of comestibles, few 
households to-day would dream 
of spreading a table that would 
satisfy the Reverend Doctor: For 
convenience, if for no other 
reason, the light breakfast is 
coming.into favour, and bacon 
and eggs soon may be as rare a 
sight in the morning as tongue 
and cold fowl are now. Absit 
omen! Who could be drawn from 
bed on. a cold morning by the 
lure of an Oslo breakfast?
